Anothor Virginia Bill.
Denpateh to The Bvening Telegraph.

Wasmisaron, Jan. 11,—The Commitiee on
Reconstruction agreed this morning to report
& bill to-day for the readmiselon of Virginia.
The bill contains Butler's preamble, as follows:—

Whereas, The people of Virginia have adopted
a constitution republican in form, and by its
provisions assuring the equality of right in all
citizens of the United States before the law, and
bas In all respects complied with the retﬁuire-
ments of the several ncts of Congress providiog
for the recongétruction of the late lnsurrection-
ary Btates; and whercas, the Congress of the
United Btates have recelved assurances and are
as«ured that the people of Virginia, especially
those heretofore in insurréction agsinst the
United Blates, have renounced all claims of any
right of secesslon in a Btate, and that they are
now well dispospd to the Government of the
Unlited Btates, and will support and defend the
Constitution thereof, and will earry out the pro-
vieions and requirements of the Conetitation
submitted by the sconstruction acts of Con-
gress and ratified by the people of Virginla in
letter apd spirit.

It also contuing the fondamental principle
embodied In Ward's bill, as follows: —That the
Btate of Virginia is entitled and admitted to
representation in Congress as a State In the
Union upon the following fundamental condi-
tions:—That the Constitution of sald State shall
never be 80 amended or changed as to deprive
any ¢ltizen or class of citlzens of the United
States of the right to vote In said Btate who are
entitled to. vote by the Constitution thereof
herein recognized, to deprive any citlzen or
class of cltizens of the right to &it upon
juries, . or to an equal  partleipation
in the school fund and school privileges, as
recognized by =ald constitution. Provided that
any nlteration of sald coustitution may be made
with regard to the thme and place of résidence
of voters,: The bill provides that only the dis-
gqualitieation required by the fourteenth amend-
ment sball be enforced, and it legalizes the
election of United States Benators. The bill
will be Iitroduced to-day, and an eflort made (o
s it at unee.

The first seetion
provides that forty-flye million dollaras in notes
for eirculation may be issued to national bank-
ing associations, In addition to three hundred
million dollars authorized by the National
Banking act of 1864, The amount of notes so
provided shall be furnished to banking associa-
tlons organized or to be organired In those
Biates or Territories having less than their pro-
portion under the apportionment, but the new
apportionment shall be made as s0on as possible,
based on the census of 1870,

The second sectlon makes it the duty of the
Comptroller of the Currency Lo reportat the end
of ench month the amrunt of eirenlating notes
issued to natlousl banks durlng the previous
monthe, and the Secretary of the Treasury ‘shall
redeem and retire an amount of three per cent.
temporary loan certificates equal to the wmounnt
of circulating notes lssued to national banks.
Should holders of three per copts refuse to have
them redeemed, the Becrelary may cease to pay
the Interest on them after giving dne notlee,

The third section provides that upon a deposit
of United Biates bonds bearing gold Interest
with tho Treusurer of the United Btates, it shall
be lawful for the Comptroller of the Currency o
jssue to associations making the same circulat-
Ing notes of different denominations, not less
than five dollars, equal in amount to %) per cent.

b of the gold value of the bonds deposited, but

not exceeding elghiy per cent, of their par
value, which notes shall bear upon thelr face
the promlse of the association to which they are
igsued vo pay them upon presentation in gold or
silver coin of the United Btates, Beetion four
makes it the duty of banks formed under the
abiove ecotion to keep on hand not less than
twenty-fiye per cont, of thelr outstanding elreus
lation in gold or sllver eoln.
